The Hartford Herald of the 5th. 
Inst., asks what It seems to consider 
some strong! questions of government- 
al policy. Let us look at these ques- 
tions candidly but briefly. 

“Do the people ol the United States 
want lor the neat four years a Con- 
stitutional government directed by 
a wise, sane, conservative man like 
Judge Parker or do they want a tur- 
bulent government run by a war lord 
whose sole Idea Is to have a great 
standing army and to pick a quarrel 
with any nation thBt darts to disturb 
the chip on his shoulder?” Will the 
Herald be a little specific? Will It 
not tell us wherela consists the tnr- 
bulency of the United States govern- 
ment? With what nation are we hav- 
ing trouble? We have fought only 
one war in recent years, v 1: the 
Spanish -American war. Is the Her- 
ald now opposed to that wa-? It was 
the Her. Id's beast not long ago that 
the Democrats kicked the Republic- 
ans into the fight. But time, just a 
little time, worka wonderful changes 
with a Democrat you know. How 
about the “great standing arm)?'* Is 
it not a well-known fact of which 
even the Herald Is apprised, that the 
standing army is to-day slightly be 
low the actual requirement of the 
law? 

The Herald continues, ‘ shall we 
return to the Jeflerson simplicity 
practiced under the Cleveland admin- 
istration, or shall we re-elect Roose- 
velt and endorse the extravagance of 
the last four years, when more than 
two billion five hundred thousand 
dollars ot the people’s money were 
wasted in reikles* expenditure?” 

First, Do you indorse the Cleveland 
administration!-? It has not been 
long since you stverely criticised 
Cleveland's administration of affairs 
and opposed his nomination when he 
was so strongly talked of only recent 
ly.

The people are anxlons to know 
just how you propose to econotniz- 
governmentalexpenseanyhow; please 
be plain. You are ao sure it ought 
to be done now tell us juat how you 
will proceed. Bat I cannot take time 
to quote the Herald’s other questions, 
however, I will notice them briefly 

The Herald is greatly exercised 
about the Filipinos. They must, or 
should, have their freedom at once 
Was it not through the influence ol 
W. J. Bryan more than any other ooe 
man in the United States that Con- 
gress agreed to buy the Philippine 
Islands In m Spain and pay her 
twenty million dollars for them? 
After all how are we to know th. 
Herald is sincere in Its averred inter- 
est in the Filipinos’ freedom? The 
Filipino, let the Hrrald remember, is 
just a “nigger.” Now let the Herald, 
which is so solicitous abaht the Fili- 
pino negro’s freedom and about up- 
holding the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, tell candidly what it thinks 
about the freedom of the Southern 
negro here at home. Is the Herald 
as anxious to apply the Constitution 
to the negro here at home as it is 
abroad? It not, why not? The Fili- 
pino has more freedom already than 
the Democratic party accords the 
Southern negro. Will the Herald 
explain this tact? 

The Herald wants the Tariff revised 
as promised by the Democratic plat- 
form. Will the Herald point out how

The memory oi the people is bet- j 
ter than the Democratic politicians 
would like to have it. When the 
Democrats talk of Tariff relorm we 
are reminded of the Wilson Bill 
When they talk of regulating the 
Trusts we are reminded of the North- 
ern securities case. When they talk 
of giving the Filipinos freedom we 
are reminded of the woise than slave 
ry ol the Southern negro and we 
know who is responsible for it. When 
they condemn us lor the Panama 
Canal treaty we remember that they 
boasted that the treaty could never 
have been ratified but for the help ot 
the Democratic Senators. When we 
discussed expansion yon dismissed 
the question by lightly answering, 
“We have expanded." In conclusion 
I wish to say to the Herald yonr par- 
ty la doing the Trusts more harm 
than it ever would do them if pat in 
power for you are at least squeezing 
a good campaign fund out of them.

be paid oat of the levy ot 1904, which 
is as same as caih. 

T-.e unjust new* of anch favoritism 
lies in the fact that a few pets are to 
have their money cash down while 
the rest mast wait for a year before 
receiving theira. 

There are a few other claims allow- 
ed to other of the favored few with 
the cash proviso which were not re- 
ported.

Phil Hinton’s Blow Was Not 
Cause of Father’s Death. 

Demise Charged to Dysentery and 
Son Freed From tbe Charge 
Of Murder. 

Zeke Hinton, of Powers, Daviess 
county, who was struck in the stom- 
ach by his son, Pntl Hinton, Friday 
with a tobacco stick, died at 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning and the inneral took 
place that afternoon at 4 o’clock. A 
coroner's inquest returned a verdict 
that death was due to peritonitis, and 
that the blow struck by the son had 
nothing to do with th 4 ^cause of his 
death. 

The deceased waa fifty years old. 
According to tbe information placed 
before the coroner he had been suffer- 
ing Irom inflammation ot the bowels 
for two week*. However he was at 
work in the tobacco field Thursday and 
Friday. The report of the tronble 
between father and son waa to the ef- 
fect that tbe younger Hinton left the 
field and later returned with a quart 
of whisky. He asked his father to 
drink, and when the parent refused 
became enraged and threw a tobacco 
stick at him, the end of which struck 
him in the stomach. 

It waa announced soon afterward 
that the elder Hinton waa fatally hart 
and his death waa expected until he 
passed away. There was considera- 
ble feeling among tbe neighbors and 
some threats against the son were 
heard. 

Shortly after the death of the in- 
juried uian an investigation was be- 
gun, and the result was the exonera 
tion of young Hinton, the evidenoe 
submitted showing that death waa 
due aolely to dysentery and bowel in- 
flammation, and that the blow from 
the tobacco stick was not a contribut- 
ing canoo. This finding disposed of 
the matter. 

ENDS HIS OWN LIFE. 

Roy Salmon Commits Suicide 
at Madison- 
ville. 

Madison ville, Ky., Oct. n. — Roy 
Salmon a prominent lawyer and 
Democratic politician, committed sui- 
cide in bi.r office here this afternoon 
by blowing out his brains with a re- 
volver. No cause lor the act la 
snown other than that he had not 
been in very good health for aome 
montha and bad for the paat week 
been partially confined to his room 
with chills. Circuit Court ia in ses- 
sion, and Mr. Salmon bad been in the 
court room most of the day attend- 
ing to legal duties. He left about 4 
o'clock and had a lengthy conversa- 
tion with his brother, R. M. Salmon, 
President of the Crabtree Coal Com- 
pany, of Illsiey, on the street, and 
seemed to be in the beat of spirits. 

A few moments later Ve remarked 
to friends tb*t be waa going to end 
hia life, bnt was not taken serionaly. 
He then went alone to hia office and 
shortly afterward inmates of other of- 
fices located on tbe same floor were 
alarmed by the report ot a pistol. 
Forcing tbelr way into his quarters 
they found him in a dying condition 
with a ballet hole through hia head. 

He succumbed in a few minutes.

Virgil M. Porter, a well known 
timber dealer, of Morgantown, died 
from the eflect of an overdose of mor- 
phine at the home of Joe Sanderfnr, 
of the Sandertur's Crossing neighbor- 
hood, about 2 o'clock Monday after- 
noon. Porter came to Hartford Sat- 
urday to look at a b >dy of timber 
near Hartford and spent the night 
with Mr. Sanderfur, occupying a 
room with another man, who noticed 
that he took two doses of some pow- 
ders daring the night. Sunday morn- 
ing when Mr. Sanderfnr went to call 
him to breakfast he could not be 
aroused, and it soon became evi 
deut that he was Buffering irom the 
effects of an opiate and physicians 
were called. Constant effort waa 
made to restore him to consciousness, 
hat proved futile. 

Porter formerly lived at Cromwell 
and is well known throughout the 
county. He moved to Morgantown 
abmt three years ago. When a 
young man, Porter drank heavily, 
bat several years ago gave it up. It 
ia said that he gradually tell into the 
habit of using morphine and that for 
aome time past he bad been practical- 
ly a morphine fiend. 

The deceased is survived by a wid- 
ow and foor children. Hia wile wa- 
telephoned and reached Sanderfur’a be- 
fore Ur. Porter died.

In an address to students of the 
University, of Chicago, President 
Harper declared that in fifty years 
not s single religious problem ot any 
importance bad been solved by the 
theological seminaries of the United 
States. He says that they are too 
much occupied with denominational 
questions. 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne has been appointed Postmast- 
er General to succeed Postmaster 
Genera! Payne, deceased. The ap- 
pointment ia temporary, and it is 
thought Mr. Wynne will be succeed- 
ed about January I by George B. Cor 
telyou, chairman ol Republican Na- 
tional Committee.
